Judge's Wife 
Asks Police 
Protection 


Atlanta, July 28 —(UP)— The 


estranged wife of superior 
court 
Judge 
Robert 
Carpenter 
today 


sought police protection from her 
husband after he was charged with 
shooting the man he accused of 
breaking up his marriage. 


Carpenter, 
handsome, 
44-year- 


old civil judge, was free on $500 
bond, awaiting grand jury action. 


He was arrested early yester- 
day and freely admitted firing sev- 
eral shots at John Lockwood, his 
former friend and business associ- 
ate, mear Mrs. Carpenter's home 
during the early-morning- hours. 


Meanwhile Carpenter's attorney, 
Ellis Barrett, said there was "no 
question .but that the action 
of 


Judge Carpenter, was justifiable." 


Attractive Mrs. Helen Carpenter 


rushed to Lockwood's side at 
a 
hospital here yesterday to tell him 
'darling, you'll be all right." 


Then she and her attorney asked 


police to protect her from her hus- 
band. 


"I'm next on his list," she told 
police. "There's n o t h i n g like 
shooting pigeons on the ground." 


Officers 
said Mrs. Carpenter 


would have to prove that her hus- 
band had threatened her 
before 


they could furnish protection 


Lockwood, who was named as 


co-respondent in a 
divorce 
suit 


filed recently by Carpenter, 
was 


reported in "fair condition at a 
hospital here. 


He suffered face wounds, appa- 
rently from bullet fragments and 
Uymg glass, plus additional injur- 
ies from his fall into a 40-fbot- 
deep excavation as he fled from 
Carpenter. 


The shooting, which occurred in 


a fashinable 
residential 
district 


climaxed weeks of complex litiga- 
tion involving Carpenter, his wife 
and Lockwood. 


Mrs. Carpenter first filed a suit 


charging alienation 
of 
affection 


against a woman she said accepted 
her husband's gifts and love. Later 
she sued for divorce, 
charcint: 
cruelty. 


Carpenter a n s w e r e d with a 
counter divorce suit, claiming thai 
Lockwood and his wife conspircfl 
to defraud him of an interest in a 
hotel 
here, 
after 
which 
thev 
planned to marry. 


At least seven other law suits fol- 


lowed, including a 510,000 damage 
suit from Lockwood for attorney's 
fees on an income tax case, and a 
$10,511.83 income tax lien against 
Carpenter by the internal revenue 
department.

Infantile paralysis cases in 1949 


are running far ahead of 1944 — 
the second worst 
polio 
year in 
U. S. history. 


An Associated Press survey 
to- 
day showed 6,935 cases over 
the 


nation through July 27, with 337 
polio deaths. 


In 1944 the total for the same 


date was 4,176. 
Totals 
for 1944 


eventually reached 19,029, 
topped 


only by 27,363 in 1910. 


The U. S. public health service 


in Washington reported the '$,839 
cases as"'of July -23 this-'*3-2arv>iy&s 
38.4 
per cent higher than the 4,580 


reported through the same date in 
1948—and 1948 was a near-record 
year.

ever known" and from the "ruth- 
less application of 
force"

tives. 


State department officials 
have 
said Russia's chum that commu- 
nism has advanced because of its 
appeal to idealism and reason is 
one of the major weapons of Mos- 
cow propaganda. 


Acheson said the "threat" of the 
Jtcd army was a form of pressure 
which has helped support unpopu- 
lar Communist minorities 
in the 


Soviet satellites. He said that in the 
case of the 1948 Communist over- 
turn in Czechoslovakia, this pres- 
sure played a large part in putting 
tne Communists in power. 


The secretary continued: 
"The people of Europe are fre- 


quently reminded of the nature of

skillfully-staged displays of Soviet 
military power, such as the recent 
exhibition at Moscow of the latest 
model jlopewerecl military planes.
